0 per cent or 90 per cent reduction. 

It is to endeavor to meet the 
eases on their individual merits 
that the government will endeavor 
to work out its debt reduction and 
settlement legislation. 

In view of the fact that the Act 
ig not likely to arbitrarily establish 
a 80 per cent reduction in debts 
and that there may be @ system 
worked out to deal with cases on 
their individual merits, there is a 
strong likelihood of the whole 
debt adjustment machinery being 
revamped, together with its admin- 
istration. 

The government, it is learned, 
does not propose to attempt to re- 
duce interest, as this has been de- 
clared to be ultra vires provincial 
competence, 


BIG DEBT LOAD 

But, ways and means of reduc- 
ing the tremendous debt load under 
which people of this province are 
laboring, is one of the main con- 
cerns of the government and the 
method by which this reduction is 
to be made, ig now receiving the 
most serious consideration by the 
and all those associated 
with the preparation of legislation. 

At the present time, the load on 
the debtor is being temporarily 
eased by reason of a moratorium. 

This moratorium on private debts 
was brought into effect originally 
in February of 1937 and from time 
to time has been extended until 
the latest revision has made it ef- 
fective until] March 1 next. 

But, terms of the moratorium do 
not gettle or reduce the amount of 
the indebtedness. Payment is 
merely postponed. The mora- 
torium, however, has had the effect 
of keeping money in the province, 
rather than have it sent out to east- 
ern financial powers. It has been 
kept within the province and has 
been kept in circulation. 


WAS NEVER PASSED 

Tt is recalled that at the regular, 
1937 session of the legislature @ 
bill was brought in to provide for 
the reduction of certain indebted- 
ness. It was never through 
the house, but was allowed to stand 
on the Order Paper. 

It provided for a 50 per cent re- 
duction in debts as at July 1, 1932, | 
together with any interest payable | 
in respect of the debt under any | 
agreement for the payment of in- 
terest thereon which was subsist- 
ing on July 1, 1932.

THE TARIFF ON OIL 

The governments of Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba announce they will oppose any move to 
raise the duty on crude oil and oil products en- 
tering Canada from the United States. It is safe 
to assume most or all the other provincial gov- 
ernments will do likewise. 

The issue arises because producing companies 
in the Turner Valley have asked for a tariff in- 
crease, and their claim is to be heard by the tariff 
board, sitting at Calgary on January 27th. Pre- 
sumably what the producers realty want is action 
to prevent United States companies “dumping” 
their products into the Canadian market. That 
measure of protection they are entitled to, since 
similar protection is given to other Canadian 
industries. Should they go beyond that, and ask 
er tariff as a means of raising prices and 
establishing a monopoly of the market, the case 
will be altogether different. 

Gasoline, the oil product most widely used, is 
dear in western Canada, even after the 1+2 cent 
cut recently announced. Any attempt to exclude 


competition as a prelude to raising the price | 


would bring lively protests from Alberta motor- 
ists, as well as from the other provinces. If there 
is anywhere a notion that the oil users of western 
Canada can be made to pay dividends on the 
mountains of stock issued in respect of Turner 
Valley wells, it may as well be dismissed.

Those provincial governments which blocked 
the way to a general refunding of provincial 
debts with Dominion guarantee should do some 
thinking as they see the Dominion borrowing 
money repeatedly at from 2 to 3 per cent. If 
National Railway bonds with federal guarantee 
can be marketed at these rates, provincial bonds 
with the same backing could be sold on the same 
terms. The taxpayers of the provincial govern- 
ments which rejected this chance to cut their 
interest bills are likely to be heard from when 
they sense what that rejection is costing them. 


HOW TO COLLECT 

During the first three days of this week Cal- 
gary taxpayers prepaid their taxes for the cur- 
rent year to the amount of $313,484.46. Advance 
payments during the first two days of the pre- 
payment period this year were more than during 
the first three days last year, The “discount” 
rate allowed on prepayments this year is 4 per 
cent. Last year it was 3 per cent. This increase 
in the rate is credited with having speeded up 
the inflow of tax money in advance. 

The inference is clear. The way to get taxes 
paid promptly is to offer an inducement. And 
the inducement need not be large. One per cent 
difference in the discount rate does not amount 
to much on the average tax bill. But that was 


should be abandoned for one along the coast. But sufficient to make a substantial increase in ad- 


vance payments in the southern city. 


This result has bearing on the much-discussed 
but seldom applied idea that an effort should be 
made to collect city taxes by monthly instal- 
rent is collected. The showing is that 
if a schedule of discounts were adopted the 
monthly-payment plan could probably be made 
a pronounced success, in Edmonton or else- 
where. And the further suggestion is that the 
discounts need not be large enough to seriously 
affect the total tax levy. The discounts might 
in fact do no more than leave in the pockets of 
the taxpayers money which the city would 
otherwise have to pay as interest on loans from 
the bank. 

A monthly-payment plan would appeal to 
the taxpayer who is not in position to prepay 
his year’s taxes in January, but who could pay 
by the month. The monthly rebate would give 
him an advantage end an inducement corre- 
sponding to that enjoyed by his better-off neigh- 
bor who is able to prepay. That the inducement 
would encourage regular payments, and’ check 
the piling up of arrears, is a reasonable sup- 
position.

Diverting is the comment of 
Japanese officials when placed side by side with

“Fifteen or 
twenty years ago, such a tragedy would have 
been followed within a few hours by a declara- 
tion of war. Japan’s prompt apology and the 
United States’ prompt acceptance of the final 
note, plus a dispassionate searching for facts 
during the intervening period, should set an 
example for the whole world.” 


Tt would all come with better grace if Japan 
had shown a similar spirit in its dealings with 
China, where there was no dispassionate 
searching after truth, but where the war 
machine was let loose without even yet a dec- 
laration of war. When Japan talks of an example 
nobody is deceived. That Japanese officials ven- 
ture on such a plane shows a complete misunder- 
standing of western reactions.—Halifax Chron- 
icle. 


LONG TERM PAYING 


All records for long-distance payments were 
broken in the Registrar's Court at the Man- 
chester County Court buildings yesterday when 
the registrar, Mr. K. T. S. Dockray, made an 
order which will take 171 years to complete. 


The parties concerned were a loan society 
and a turf accountant living in the Chorlton-on- 
Medlock area of Manchester. The debt of £99 12s 
9d. was incurred while the bookmaker was 
betting on dogs, but it was stated that he was 
now unemployed and had other judgments 
against him. Costs amounted to £3, and Mr. 
Dockray ordered that payment should be made 
at the rate of 1s. a month. 


There is a man who calls at the county court 
offices in the early part of every month in order 
to hand a penny over the counter. He has been 
doing this since November, 1909, when Judge 
Parry gave judgment against him in favor of a 
cycle firm. The amount of the debt was £3 13s. 
6d., and the costs amounted to £1 4s. 6. The 
judge told him he must pay the sum of one penny 
every month and the man had not missed doing 
so for 28 years, despite the fact that the cycle 
firm went out of existence some years ago and 
the pennies are accumulating in the court's 
banking account because there is no one to claim 
them. The man has paid £1 8s. in pennies, so that 
he has another seventy years to go. 


One of the county court officials, asked what 
would happen if, in view of the disappearance 
of the firm, the man stopped payment, replied: 
“Nothing.” The accumulated pennies, if not 
claimed, will go to the treasury.—Manchester 
Guardian, 


HOW TO KEEP UP CONSUMPTION 


When each indivdual has worked off his 
excess stock buying must recover to the level 
of consumption. However, the problem is not 
simply one of inventories, for the level of con- 
sumption is not fixed; it will vary with the 
level of employment, and with the developments 
that influence the rate of spending by business 
itself. Business men are disturbed by the evi- 
dence of declining purchasing power. The sub- 
stance of the matter is that recovery will require 
a balancing not only of production and con- 
sumption, but of costs, prices and other economic 
relationships as well, sq that consumption can 
be maintained. 

Undoubtedly there are many who hope that 
the situation may be restored without making 
difficult or painful adjustments, but nothing 
short of a great upsurge of confidence and in- 
vestment will make this possible. Conditions 
have changed, and there is no formula for im- 
provement except by adaptation to the changes. 
The econornic law poinis the way out, and should 
be accepted and followed, for automatically it 
puts pressure upon those places where adjust- 
ments are needed. If prices of some things are 
too high in relation to other prices the signal of 
disorder is the inability to sell the goods; and 
unemployment signifies a general lack of bal- 
ance between wages and other incomes, costs 
and profits, and other elements in the system, 

Staple commodity prices have fallen by about 
30 per cent since the middle of August.—National 
City Bank of New York. 


Low COST HOUSING 

From five to ten prizes of $250 each are being 
offered by the Dominion government for the best 
architectural plans for modest homes to cost not 
more than $3,000—or $2,500 in British Columbia. 
It is understood that they are to be detached 
houses or homes in terraces or apartments. They 
would be built under the Dominion Housing Act 
by people who wish to own their own homes and 
can pay down 20 per cent of the cost, or by hous- 
ing companies. 

The object of this competition is to see what 
is the best that can be done in the way of low- 
cost homes, well constructed and of good quality. 
And it is hoped to stimulate construction of this 
kind. This would mean both a considerable in- 
crease of housing accommodation and a great 
dea! of employment for men in the building 
trades 

The average cost of houses erected to date 
under the Dominion Housing Act has been $4,200, 
Many have been far above this, but the great 
need is for cheaper homes. Hence this competi- 
tion. he judges include Professor M. 8. Osborne, 
head of the Department of Architecture of Mani- 
toba University. 

The Dominion Housing Act as it stands, or 
any operations under it, cannot touch the more 
serious socia) problem in every large city of pro-

Vitamin D enables the body to use calcium 
and phosphorous in building strong bones and 
teeth. The vitamin may be secured in two ways. 
The first way is by exposing the uncovered skin 
of the body to the ultra violet rays in sunlight. 
Under these conditions, you will be able to make 
vitamin D for yourself. However, during the 
winter, very few of us have the opportunity of 
securing enough sunlight to manufacture all of 
the vitamin D needed for optimum health. 

The second way of securing the vitamin is by 


using foods containing this substance. From a 
comparative standpoint, this vitamin is present 
in very few foods. The person who gets.out in 
the sun very little, and who uses a poorly selected 
diet, is therefore in danger of failng to obtain 
enough vitamin D during the winter months. 


When there is an insufficient amount of the 
vitamin, such disorders as tooth decay, faulty 
formation of the bones of the jaw, and rickets, 
will result. Rickets is most common among young 
children, producing such symptoms as bow legs, 
pigeon breast, and knock knees. 

In the face of a mild insufficiency during the 
growing period, the child will not develop a 
severe form of rickets but will develop other 
syinptoms, The bones will not form correctly 
and thus will be produced the small jaw, nar- 
rowed arch, and crooked, irregularly placed 
teeth which make the mouth unattractive. Other 
bones in the body will also show imperfections, 
being poorly calcified. The structure of the teeth 
themselves is also faulty, the enamel is thin, the 
dentine is thin, and the teeth offer little resist- 
ance to decay. 


On the other hand, when plenty of calcium 
is provided together with sufficient vitamin D 
during the growing period, the bones and teeth 
develop normally. The jaw bones are large 
enough to pe Sy the teeth without 
crowding, the teeth are evenly placed, and are 
hard, strong and white. The enamel and den- 
tine are smooth and thick, and are densely calci- 
fied. Both the jaw and teeth are well-formed. 

In the case of the adult, the lack of the neces- 
sary minerals and the lack of vitamin D appar- 
ently encourages tooth decay. Many a person 
who is now faced with a large dental bill could 
have prevented his troubles through an adequate 
vitamin D and calcium intake. Judging from 
recent experiments, the diet which is rich in 
vitamin D will cause a thick, extremely hard 
protective layer of dentine to be laid down, even 
after the teeth have already formed, and this 
protective layer will protect the tooth. People 
are therefore being advised to use a diet supply- 
ing an abundance of vitamin D and calcium and 
it is believed that this method will cause poor 
teeth to outlast many of those which perhaps 
had a better start by being better formed in the 
beginning. 

Incidentally, while using vitamin D therapy 
and calcium and phosphorous as an attempt to 
help the bones and teeth, it is necessary to use 
vitamin C at the same time. 

Those desiring a better supply of vitamin D 
may obtain it in various ways. Putting on a 
bathing suit and taking sunbaths will he!p, pro- 
vided the ultra violet rays of the sunlight are not 
shut away by smoke, as is usually the case in 
cities. In many districts, weather conditions do 
not permit such sunbathing. Exposure of the 
skin to the ultra violet ray generator, commonly 
called a “lamp” will also provide the vitamin. 
Or, vitamin D may be obtained through the use 
of vitamin D milk, cod-liver oil, viosterol, 
haliver oil, and other preparations. 

The problem of securing enough vitamin D is 
hardest to solve at this time of year, and it 
would pay you to make sure that you are obtain- 
ing the vitamin through one means or another. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mr. J. J. writes: “Are the can- 
ned mushrooms safe to eat? Are they as whole- 
some as the fresh ones? How long is it safe to 
keep canned goods on the shelf after purchas- 
ing?” 

ANSWER: Canned mushrooms are entirely 
safe and are as desirable as the fresh variety. 
Canned goods may be kept indefinitely if stored 
in a cool place. Foods canned 15 years previously 
have been opened and used and found to be in 
excellent condition. 

QUESTION-—M. B. C. comments: “Will you 
please publish an article in your excellent column 
on the subject of cOnserving the eyesight of chil- 
dren, especially those of schoo] age. I speak from 
experience, for as a boy I needed glasses in the 
worst way but my parents did not buy them for 
me, being ignorant of the damage being done. 
Since we get more than 85 per cent of our know- 
ledge through our eyes, it is evident that a 
schoolchild ‘can not learn as fast as others, no 
matter how intelligent he is, if the eyesight is 
poor. Up to the age of 15, I became violently 
sick when riding on a train. At that time I was 
fitted for glasses and have never had a bit of 
trouble since. I can now travel on a train or 
automobile without any discomfort. I think that 
parents who neglect their children’s eyesight are 
nothing short of criminal. I have written you 
this for the children who are stupid, dull, and 
awkward in their movements. Hope it does some 
good.” 

ANSWER: I am pleased to know you are in- 
terested in my work. An article on caring for 
the child's eyes was published not Jong ago, and 
it is too soon for this subject to be repeated. 
However, you are right in your belief that the 
child with poor eyesight is placed under a need- 
less handicap. Car sicknegs is very often due tu

Antitoxin Used in Treat- 
ment for Pneumonia, 
M.H.O. Explains 


A new serum for the treatment 
of pneumonia which greatly re 
duces the period of sickness has 
been discovered and is now being 
produced in the United States, 
Dr. G. M. Little, city medical 
health officer, reported Saturday 
An exhibit explaining the use of 
this antitoxin is now on display 
in a window of the Hudson's Bay 
Company store, 


Dr. Little explained the new 
serum was obtained from animals 
which are injected with the pneu 
monia germ and which develop a 
| protective substance in the blood

I cannot warn players too em- | 
Phatically against indiscriminate | 
false-carding. The intelligent play 
of cards is, in iiself, a form of 
language. Obviously it is one part: 
her's duty to “speak the truth” to 
the other. Most bridge lies (false 
cards) are mors mis-leading to 
partner than to opponents. 

But, while false-carding should 
be confined to those rare situations 
in which it is not dangerous to “lie” 
to partner, it is a fact that a judi- 
cious false card can be very baffl- 
ing to the enemy. Consider the de- 
Clarer’s dilemma in the following 
hand: 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


5 clubs 
6 diamonds Pass Pas 

After West had opened the ace of 
hearts and continued with the sec- 
ond round declarer’s only problem 
was to pick up the trumps without 
losing to the missing jack. Obvious- 
ly a three-two split would insure 
success and, also obviously, the 
jack, even if it lay thrice guarded, 
could be picked up if declarer 
could guess which defender was 
long. 

On winning the second trick with 
the heart king declarer made the 
orthodox semi-safety play of laying 
down the diamond ace, hoping to 
get some information from the fall 
of cards that would point out the 
correct manner of drawing trumps. 
West, of course, followed to the 
ace with the deuce. Had East auto- 
matically played his lowest trump 
declarer's natural action would 
have been to lead the nine toward 
the queen. Had he done s0, of | 
course, the situation would have 
been revealed and the finesse 
against East's jack established. East, 
however, made matters very tough 
for the declarer by following to the 
first diamond lead, not with the 
three, but with the eight spot! This 
false card was declarer's undoing. 
Of course, he realized that East 
might be “fooling.” But he could 
not know and, therefore, could not 
diamond king as preparation for a 
be criticized for laying down the 
finesse against West. 

The point was that East had 
nothing to lose by his false card 
and a great deal to gain.

Then he rigged a harness of stout 
| cloth over the dog's back, so that 
| it held the leg up off the ground 
tand still kept 
{ straight. 


SPLINTS ARE APPLIED 


Where the skin was broken, he 
applied antiseptic liberally. Then 
he fastened the splints alongside 
the break, tying them to the leg 
just tight enough to hold, with- 
out stopping the circulation of 
blood. (That is very important. If 
you check the flow of blood over 
the wounded leg. healing will be 
slowed down or stopped entirely.) 

After that the owner hooked on 
the harness of cloth and there 
was Blackie, his left hind leg all 
swathed in bandages and slung 
fo he couldn't walk on it. 

For about three weeks, Blackie 
hobbled around that way. He 
barked at visitors but wasn't a 
bit ugly. And then the “sling” 
was taken off and now he’s 
prancing about in great style. 

This story has been printed 
here in the column so that if any 
of you boys or girls ever have 
a dog with a broken leg, you'll 
know what to do for him in case 
there is no veterinary nearby. Of 
course, the very best plan is to 
have a “vet” do the bandaging.

The police chief declared copies 
of newspapers had been seized at| 
the Dufour home on Rozelle street 
in the Wednesday raid. He did not 
disclose the names of the seized 
publications
